, FOUR BOILERS EXPLODE.. 


Two Men Killed and Many {njured—Acci- 
dent ata Fire. 


Prrrepure, Pa., January 24.—A battery of 
four steel boilers at Spang, Chalfant & Co.’s 
steel and iron works at Mtnaborough, six 
miles east of Allegheny City, exploded with 
terrific force at5 o’clock this morning, com- 
pietely wreckipg the bar mill department, 
killing one man instantly and seriously in- 
juring a number of others. The concussion 
was 60 great that it shook the houses for miles 
around, shattering windows in the vicinity 
of the mill ana awakening the residents of 
the borough, who rushed in terror 
from their houses, scantily clad, to learn the 
cause. It was ascertained that four boilers of 
a battery of six had burst, spreading death 
and disaster in their wake. For some time 
after the explosion it was impossible to tell 
what damage had been done, the shower of 
dust, brick and mortar completely shutting 
the mili from view. When the debris had 
settied it was found thatthe fireman, George 
Patterson, had been instantly killed. His 
body was mangled almost beyond recogni- 
tion. William Corville, an employe, who was 
given work four days ago, was picked up from 
under the boiler in 


A DYING CONDITION. 

He was scalded with steam and will not re- 
cover. He came here from Bethlehem, Pa., 
last week. Barkley Knocton, a puddler, was 
hiton the head with * bricks and pain- 
fully injured. M. M. Millholland,a he per. 
had one leg hurt and was otherwise slightly 
injured. Several others received slight burns 
and bruises, but were not seriously hurt. 

The ruin wroughtin the mill by the x= 
sion was complete. The building was laid 
low and the machinery broken and scattered 
tn all directions. The foree of the 
explosion must have been terrific, as large 
pieces of boiler iron were found hundreds of 
yards from the scene of the disaster. One 
piece, weighing at least 1,000 pounds, cut its 
way through the entire mill and fell on the 
public road fully 500 yards distant. The dam- 
age to the mill will exceed $30,000. The cause 
of the explosion is not yet known, but an in- 
ves tion is now in progress. Fortunately 
there were very few men at work at the time 
or the list of dead and injured would have been 

ater. The mill was one of the largest in 
the city, and was the first one to use natural 
gas. 


ANOTHER VICTIM. 

William oOorville, who was so terribly 
scalded, died about II o'clock this morning. 
Twelve persons were more or less injured by 
the steam or fiying debris, but none of the 
others Engineer Williams says 
that he the gauges ten minutes 
before boilers burst and that 
there was plenty of water. The battery had 
been in use two vears, and at the last inspec- 
tion was pronounced in good condition. A 
piece of one of the boilers, weighing 2,500 
pounds, was found 300 yards from the scene 
of the explosion. In its fight it cut through 
the trunk of a tree two feet in diameter, leaving 
nothing but the trunk standing. The mill will 
be rebullt at once. 


Accident at a Fire. 


CINCINNATI, January 24.—The janitor who 
built fires this morning at the officeof R. J. 
Cresap, real estate dealer, No. 18 West 
Fourth street, discovered that the 


stove-pipe which runs through a wooden par- 
tition on the second story had set it on fire 
and threatened soon to cut off escape 
from third story by the _§stair- 
way. Mr. and Mrs. Cresap occapied the 
third story as sleeping and living apart 
ments. The janitor, after giving the alarm of 
fire, ran up stairs, seized Mrs. sent and bore 
her safely down past the flames. Not seeing 
Mr. Cresap he ran back and found that gen- 
tleman 80 much excited that he was about to 
jump from the window. The janitor tried to 
restrain him but without success. Cresap 
meee and struck an awning iron, causing an 
njury to the spine which may be fatal. The 
janitor got down stairs safely though the 
stairway was on fire.

PLAYERS. 


The Presbyterian Pastors Denounce Cards— 
A Christian Editor Takes a Broader View 
—Future Probation Rejected—Eulogies 
on Dr. Post— Monday Ministers’ Mect- 
ings. 


The Presbyterian pastors had an unustally 
interesting meeting this morning. Devotional 
exercises were led by Rev. J. Addison Smith 
of Des Peres, who was subsequently elected a 
member of the Ministerial Association. The 
question of what the Presbyterian churches 
of the city would contribute toward the 
salary of the chaplain of the city 
institutions came up as postponed business 
from last week’s meeting. As a number of 
the pastors had not got the opinion of their 
congregations on the matter, it was decided 
to defer the matter and let each minister in- 
form Rev. Dr. Brank by letter during this 
week of what each church will donate. 

PROGRESSIVE EUCHRE CONDEMNED. 

Then Rev. Dr. Coons read a paper that 
created considerable lively discussion. His 
subject was progressive euchre and 
card - playing in general. Dr. Coons 


is away along in years, being over 70, and in 
recent years has n doing mach composing 
of religious poetry in blang verse. A volume 
of these poems was put on the St. Louis mar- 
ket a year or so ago. Despite his rythmic pre- 
dictions he bandied cards in anything but 
a poetie spirit. It made no difference to him 
in the deal whether they came face up or not; 
he just went right on scattering them right 
and left. He emphatically declared it to be 
not the proper thing fora Christian to play 
rogressive euchre or cards at all. He didn’t

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THE RECENT ELECTION FRAUDS. 


A Plain Statement of the Corruption and 
Fraud Which the State and Federal 
Grand- Juries Should Iavestigate at Once 
Leads that Promise to Develop the Gi- 
gantic Scheme of Managing Elections in 
This City. 


To the State Grand-jury, which reassembied 
to-day in the Criminal Court, andto the Fed- 
eral Grand-jury, which will meet to-morrow 
morning in the United States Court, the For- 
DISPATCH presents an opening statement of 
the case of the People vs. The Ringsters. The 
proof of the allegations can easily be procured 
by either jury. The statutory end- 
of 1883 contained provisions 
which transfer the entire conduct of elections 
to the Recorder of Voters.” Under these pro- 
visions the last election was held. Every 
detail of these arrangements invites investiga- 
tion. The first point of inquiry should be on 
the appointment of the Board of Revisers to 
ascertain how the spirit ofthe law was com- 
plied with in this particular. Besides this, cer- 
tain qualifications are required of the Revisers 
under the laws, which make some effort 
to surround the election with a few safeguards, 
It is charged that these qualifications were not 
possessed by ali the appointees of the Recorder 
of Voters. If they did not, then they were 
wrongfully appointed. 

Prior to the appointment of the Board of 
Revisers and their deputies, the Recorder of 
Voters appointed deputy registrars, who work - 
edinthe wards. These deputies were furnished 
with two books each for registering voters. 
Every book bears the oath, which the register- 
ing voters must take, leaving no excuse for 
the errors in the performance of the work, 
tint giving grounds for serious charges. The 
books of several of these deputy registers 
show that names were fraudulently entered 
and that forgeries were unquestionably com- 
mitted. In the First Ward 151 forged 
names were entered on the books. 
When and by whom these forgeries were com- 
mitted are subjects for investigation by the 
State Grand-jury. Whether these are al 
names of real persons can be ascertained 
within six hours. Any number of special om .- 
cers of the Police Department can be had to do 
the work of locating the parties whose names 
were forged, if they really exist. The names 
and addresses as they appear on the books 
have all been correctly published in the 
PoOSsT- DIsPaATOH. 

Athorough examination of the registration of 
this ward will disclose more extensive frauds. 
The United States Supervisors who canvassed 
the ward found and reported that some of the 
registrations on the books were from vacant 
lots, and that others were from hotels at 
which the parties never lived as far as could be 
ascertained. This will be the first great work 
of the Grand-juries on undertaking an inquiry. 
To place the responsibility of these forgeries 
and fraudulent registrations will be a work 
which every honest voter will watch with 
interest. In the Second Ward fraud 
of just as startling nature has been 
discovered and presented. From two 
numbers on North Levee twenty fraud- 
ulent voters, bired for the purpose, per- 
jured themselves at the office of the 
Recorder of Voters to secure  reégis- 
tration to which they were not en- 
titled, and in some mysterious way these 
fraudulent registrations were kept on the 
books when the fraud was apparent on the 
slightest investigation. This is only a single 
instance. The crooked registration of this 
ward does not, however, compare with the 
corrupt work done in the revision registra- 
tion. In all 608 names were stricken from the 
lists. Of this number only 117 were stricken 
off during the first nine days of the session 
and on the last day 486 were stricken from the 
lists and no notice given until 4 p. m. Monday, 
leaving the voters altogether not more than 
eight hours to be reinstated on the 
books from which many of them had been 
wrongfully stricken. In the Fourth Ward 
nearly 200 forgeries were committed on the 
registration books. Of these the names and 
addresses have been published in these col- 
umns, 

In the Tenth Ward nearly 100 false entries 
appear on the registration books, while the 
corrupt work done in the revision is unequaled 
in all the other wards taken together. In 
this ward 1,135 voters were disfranchised 
in one day, An examination of the books in 
the Gay street precincts shows that in some 
instances nearly every colored voter in a block 
was stricken from the registration lists. The 
evidence to show that no inquiry was made at 
the housés of those disfranchised voters is 
abundant. In one instance the pastor of the 
Wash Street Church, whose name appeared 


stricken off as not found, though he is known 
to every man, woman and child in the neigh- 
borhood. 

In the Twelfth Ward a large number of 
names were forged on the registration lists, 
while the names of dead men and non-resi- 
dents were carried. 

In the Twentieth and Twenty-eighth Wards 
the books show the same state of affairs. 

These facts have been laid bare in the in- 
vestigation made dy the PosT-DIsPaTOoHR. 

In addition to this the evidence 
showing that as least in the Tenth 
Ward ‘‘repeaters’’ were systematically voted 
on election day hasbeen presented. Several 
citizens in the Third Ward found that their 
names had been voted on election day when 
they attempted to cast their ballots. 

Numerous instances of matvidual complaints 
have been presented, showing how the com- 
plainants were made the victims of fraud. 
These facts are respectfully submitted to the 
consideration of the Grand-jurors.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE, 


Shelton’s Local Option Substitate—The Wal- 
ker Investigation—Legislative Proceedings. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTcr. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., January 24.—In the 
House this morning Chairman Nat Shelton of 
the Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence 
introduced a substitute, recommended by the 
committee, for Dr. Newberry’s local option 
measure. The bill provides that the question 
of issuing dramshop licenses shall, upon ap- 
plication or petition of one-tenth of the quali- 
fied voters, be submitted to a vote at any 
regular county election, cities of over 1,500 
iInhabitante to vote independent of the 
county in which they are situated. A 
majority vote on the question shall 
not be disturbed at any election within two 
years after the date of the first decision of the 
voters. The penalty for infringmentof the 
drams law is fixed in the Dill at a fine of 
not less than $100 or more than $1,000. 

Senator McGinnis of St. Louis will introduce 
in the Senate this afternoon, a Sunday law 
bill, which provides that cities of the first and 
second class shall regulate the observance of 
Sunday by ordinance.

A BIG CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME. 


The Undertaking of Chicago Cigarmakers 
—Strike of the Longshoremen, 


Oo, January %.—It is stated to-day 
that Chicago is soon to lose some of her best 
cigar-makers, and the two branches of the In- 
ternational Oigar Makers’ Union,some of their 
best leaders. When they leave they will go 
into a co-operative factory in New York city, 
which is expected to start up May 1, and 
which is to be a sort of training school for a 
great co-operative scheme. Some six years 
ago, co-operation was under considera- 
tion dy the central body of the Union, 
and a plan was finally adopted. To raise 
capital, each member of the Union has been 
paying into the general treasury five cents per 
month as his share of the oo operative dues. 
By May this sum will have reached $67,000, 
which they consider sufficient to start the en- 
terprise. Of this $60,000 ig to be used this year 
to buy a large ri to buy raw material. 
They expect to buy the entire plantation crop 
just as wholesalers now do. To run the facto- 
ry, fifty of the best men in the country are to 
be selected, and their support and extra capital 
to be used in the case of re Ng A will be the 
remaining $17,000 of the $67,000. The idea of 
the leaders in the movement, in case it proves 
successful, is, after a certain time, to take 
competent men and open up a co-operative 
factory in Chicago. Thie extension of their 
facto will be repeated as often as justified 
by the 8 made. One of the members 
of the Union, who is conversant with the plan, 
said they believed that in ten years the Union 
would have two-thirds of the trade ot the 
United States, and that in twenty years the 
Union co-operative shops would 2 every 
cigarmaker in the United States and provide 

the cigars used, and perhaps export them. 


The Longshoremen’s Strike. 


New YorE, January 24.—The longshoremen 
have made up their minds that they have got 
to fight hard in order to win the Old Dominion 
strike, and are preparing to doit.

Who Was This Brave Young Girl That Saved 
the Soldier’s Life? 
From the — Constitution. 

The night of August 6. 1884, a train 
loaded with wounded Confederate sol- 
diers left Atlanta on the Macon Road, 
The train was made up of ordinary bot 
and cattle cars and was destined for Ma 
con. The wounded, after having re 
ceived such surgical aid as could be ren 
dered atthe field hospitals, were pl 
as thickly as possible on the bare floors o 
the cars. In 3 instances, when th 
wounds were of serious character, 
the soldier’s clothing had necessarily 
been cut away by the = surgeons, 
who not a other garments to replace 
those clotted with blood and probably cut 
into strings, the soldier was placed aboard 
the cars with only a shirt or a pair of 
drawers on, as he happened to be wounded 
in the lower or upper limbs. I occupieds 
small space inoneof the cattle cars. [ 
had received a wound on the line that 
morning which necessitated the imme- 
diate amputation of a leg above the knee.

DR. ELIOT DEAD. 


The Chancellor of Washington University 
Passes Away at Pass Christian. 
Yesterday morning Rev. W. G. Eliot, D. D., 
ehanceBor of Washington University, died at 
Pass Christian, Miss. His demise — ata 
together unexpected. Dr. Eliot was 7 5 
old, and for — months he had suffered 
from nervous prostration and general de- 
bility. He was under treatment 
at his home in this city for some time, 
but finding that he ae not improve, his phy

HIS LIFE. 

Dr. Wm. G. Eliot was born at New Bedford, 
Mass. August 5. 1811. His early education 
was obtained at his birth-place. Later he 
wont to Washington, D. O., where h 
ated from Columbia College and he 
up his career as astadent at Divinity College 

arvard. In 1834, he came to St. ulis an 
shortly after he was called to the 
charge of the Oburch of the 
Messiah. The congregation e 11 
church on the corner of Fourth and Pine 
streets. Later it moved to Ninth and Olive, 
into the building since remodeled for use as a 
theater. In 184 Washington University was 
established inthis city, and Dr. Eliot was 
elected ite first President. What time he 
could spare from the duties of his pastorate 
he devoted to the interests of this institution, 

nder bis care it grew and flourished. 

In 1878 Dr. Eliot resigned the pastorate of 
the Church ofthe Messiahto Dr. John Sny- 
der, and accepted the position of Chancellor 
of the 2 This position he has filled 
more or less actively ever since. 

HIS FAMILY. 

In 1837 Dr. Eliot married Miss Abbie Cramch 
ot Washington. daughter of Wm. Cramch, 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court. Mrs. 
Eliot is still living, as are five children, Rose, 
Thomas, ristopher, Henry and Edward. 
The second is pastor of the First Unitarian 
Church of Portiand, Ore., the third of the 
Unitarian Churoh of Dorchester, Mass. The 
other three are residents of this city. Most of 
his family were with Dr. Eliot at the time of 
his death. 


THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral will probably occur on Thurs- 
day morning. On advices from Pass Christian, 
le., where he died, to the effect that the 
ody would arrive Wednesday morning on the 
Iron Mountain at 6:20 o’clock, the family at 
fret decided to have the funeral ser- 
vices on Wednesday afternoen, but 
on consultation with the undertaker 
they later decided to wait until the arrival of 
the remains before fixing the time of inter- 
ment. Other details are also undecided upon; 
but itis probable the funeral services will be 
held in the Oharch of the Messiah, with which 
Unitarian.’ Society Dr. Eliot was once 
connected.as minister, and with which also he 
had ever since affiliated. On the arrival of 
the bod vit will be taken to the late residence, 
Washington avenue. The burial will be in

ATTORNEY THOS..A. RUSSELL KNOWS MORE 
ABOUT LAW THAN BASE BALL. 


The Secret Policy Pursued by the Maroons— 
Battles that Sullivan Has Won— The 
Champion’s Arm — Indianapolis as a 
Tenth Club — Bicycle News — Base Ball 
Chat—Sporting Gossip. 


From the turn which the aftairs of the St. 
Louis League Club have taken within the past 
two days developments of a more or less 
startling nature may be looked for. The In- 
dianapolis enthusiasts were, after all, not in 
pursuit of a shadow, but evidently were deal- 
ing with real flesh and blood, and flesh and 
blood, too, which had something au- 
thoritative to say in reference to 
the sale of the Maroons’ franchise. 
The facts with which Warren F. McChesney’s 
name was connected were misstated inasmuch 
as he has no mortgage on the Maroons’ prop- 
erty, but was merely acting in the capacity of 
an agent. It is said that his instruc- 
tions were derived from Mr. Thom- 
As A. Russell, the attorney of 
the club, and that as ‘‘cofdential’’ agent he 
felt reluctant to talk on the subject, and even 
went so far astodenyin toto all connection 
with the affair in any capacity. Since the 
truth, however, has come out, McOhbesney no 
longer denies with his quasi-impenetrable 
expression of face, but changes the subject to 
gas stock when it is mentioned tohim.

In fact 
that he has practically done so now. A well- 
known stockholder in the club informed a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter to-day that while he 
did not believe that any definite 
arrangements had yet been made with India- 
napolis, the franchise of the Association fora 
League base ball club in this city Is, like 
Denny, on the market and can be bought for 
a certain price. He also stated that it could 
have been purchased by the Indianapolis syn- 
dicate if that body of men had had enthusiasm 
and energy sufficient to raise the necessary 
sum. 

One thing is certain, and thatis, that if the 
Maroons really contemplate remaining in the 
League next year, the policy of secrecy they 

have been pursuing of late will do much to 
harm them, instead, as they imagine, of tend- 
ing to do them good and bolster them up in 
the eyes of the world.

INDIANAPOLIS. 


It Now Hopes to Get Into the League as a 
Tenth Club. 


The base ball outlook for this city, though 
somewhat ciouded for a time by the unsuo- 
cessful effort to obtain the St. Louis franchise, 
is now considerably brightened,’’ remarks the 
Indianapolis Journal, ‘‘The application of tnis 
city for membership in the National League is 
on flle, and it is definitely understood that 
action will be taken upon it by that body at 


an early day. It is a fact, too, that the St. 

uls Maroons must eventually sell their fran- 
chise or relinquish their membersbipin the 
League. asthe club is not only handicapped 
by the St. Louis Browns, Von der Ahe’s club, 
but has not the sufficient financial support to 
warrant ite continuance. Last season an ar- 
rangement was entered into by the American 
Association aod the National League that in 
cities where clubs of both these organizations 
were located there should be no Sunday ball 
playing, and that the two clubs should not 
play separate games in those cities on 
the same day. hese regulations also gave 
the preference to the Association clubs, 
inasmuch as when the two clubs did play on 
the same day, it was agreed that it should not 
be done within a radius of four miles of each 
other, the Associatiou clubs being allowed to 
play in the city. 

The whole negotiations and the exorbitant 
prices demand by the St. Louis Club are 
considered as merely a game of bluff by the 
Indianapolitans, and they think that as 
the club must necessarily relin- 
quish its League membership, the 
whole affair, including the players, will be 
transferred tothem. They also have the as- 
Ssurances of responsible members of the 
League that 28 are willing to aid Indianapo- 
lis in entering the League and want it to come 
in with ali possible strength. 

No such arrangement as theone indicated 
was made last year, and the four-mile-radius 
rule applies in an altogether different way 
than the Journal states.
